Whitewash was from tnose of his writings the Commission published. 

I do not know that Lee ever mentioned any of those tilings to you or ever said any- 

thing that can relate to them. But :i.i he did i would appreciate it if you would taken the 
time to write them for me not for any writing I can expect to do but a 3 a record for 
our history. 

Lee never liad any money reflecting any pay for any intelligence work yet his record 
indicates he liad some such interest^; hether or not officially connected. What he wrote 
about the Jant in which lie worked^ is like an intelligence report.
